April, 1841, Captain Elliot, after capturing the Chinese position at the mouth of the West River, concluded a Beeline recy 


with the Chinese Government, which did not. satisfy the Chincso, and which was strongly disapproved of by the British 
as-containing no mention of the opium traffic which Britain sought to sco maintained, and which had beon the cause of the war 
with China: Elliot was accordingly racaflod, and succeeded by Sir Honiy. Pottinger, who became first Govornor of Hongkong. 


Tho treaty signed by Elliot provided for tho cession of Hongkong to Britain, with paymont of an indomnity of $6,000,- 
000, with provision for commercial facilitics and collection of customs. : i
